Edward Holden of tie Lick Observatory 
said tost night regarding the apposition 
of Mars : "We have replied to many in- 
quiries received during the present ap- 
position. These inquiries indicate wide- 
spread interest, bnt in many cases they 
appear to be based on misapprehension of • 
the w ork now being done on the planet 
and elsewbes-e. We are simply endeavor- 
ing to obtain more accurate Information 
regarding Ihe plane I. 
That is all. Fri- 


ture opposition In which the planet will 
be seeeb at greater altitude will be more 
favorable even if the planet i£ then more 
distant, for it will be nearer the zenith 
than now. We also wish to know how 
nearly Mars resembles the earth, and 
whether it is fit to be inhabited by belnga 
like ourselves. It has been proposed by 
certain astronomers to determine this ques- 
tion. In HIT opinion, the time has not yet 
come to even speculate on this question. 
My reason for saying this is that I think 
it very doubtful if alt the observations yet 
made are sufficient to enable us to pro- 
nounce on even the lesser points we seek. 


There is very little doubt but that oy 
aud by ecieuce will Interpret all, or nea-lj 
all, of the phenomena now seen, and to 
arrive at certainties. Just now only a few 
things are certainly known with respeat 
to our nearest planetary neighbors. 
V*f 


are giving nearly all the time ot our great 
telescope to this work. We have found 
great changes in details of surface, while 
the main outlines have remained much the 
game. These changes have seemed to be 
RO great that it is often difficult to explain 
them by terrestrial analogies. If there 
are people on Mars 1 think they are Es- 
quimaux. If the red areas are lund and 
the dark ones water v,e can describe great 
inundations which havu taken place, and 
might mention the fact that where are now 
two lakes there was only one ia 1877. 
Some time during next autumn »e shall 
' have finished our observations. It is very 
probable that we can then draw some con- 
clusions which are certain, and it is possi- 
ble that considerable new light may be 
thrown on this problem. 1 think I am 
justified in saying that no more could have 
been done. If the results are not definite 
"the reason must be Im the extreme diffi- 
culty of the problem in hand."
